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DETAILED ACTION 



1. In view of the Appeal Brief filed on 8/1/2006, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. A new non-final action on claims 1-6 is set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41 .31 followed 
by an appeal brief under 37 CFR 41 .37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and 
appeal brief fee can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth 
in 37 CFR 41 .20 have been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant 
must pay the difference between the increased fees and the amount previously paid.

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2. Claims 1,2 and 6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
6950660 (Hsu et al.). 

3. As to claim 1, Hsu teaches a method for provisioning a telematics unit 
comprising the steps of: 

a. Initiating a wireless over the air service provisioning session between the 
telematics unit (106, fig 1) and a wireless service carrier (108, fig 1), wherein 
data (temporary NAI and SS) is downloaded from the wireless network carrier to 
the telematics unit during the over the air service provisioning session (see Hsu, 
column 2, lines 50-67 and column 3, lines 1-10). 

b. Upon completion of the over the air service provisioning session between 
the telematics unit and the wireless network carrier, automatically initiating a call 
(IP packet data call) from the telematics unit to a telematics service provider 
(102, fig 1), wherein at least a portion of the data (temporary NAI and SS) 
downloaded from the wireless network carrier to the telematics unit is uploaded 
to the telematics service provider (see Hsu, column 3, lines 32-51). 

4. As to claim 2, Hsu further teaches that steps of: 

c. Updating a database (the PDSN would have to store, at least temporarily, 
the temporary NAI and SS so that it may check that information with the AAA 
server) at the telematics service provider with data uploaded from the telematics 
unit (see Hsu, column 3, lines 32-51, and figure 2). 

d. Utilizing the updated database to provide telematics service through the 
telematics unit (the data is used to establish a secure link between the MS and 
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the PS so that the MS can complete the provisioning session and receive 
wireless service) (see Hsu, column 3, lines 52-67 and column 4, lines 1-50). 

5. As to claim 6, Hsu teaches a system for provisioning a telematics unit (106, fig 
1), wherein the telematics unit automatically initiates a call (simple IP packet data call) 
to a telematics service provider (1 02, fig 1) notifying the telematics service provider of a 
successful provisioning session (receiving temporary NAI and SS) with a wireless 
network carrier (108, fig 1) and wherein at least some of the provisioning data (the 
temporaray NAI and SS) from the wireless carrier is transferred from the telematics unit 
to the telematics service provider (see Hsu, column 2, lines 50-67 and column 3, lines 
32-51). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 3-5 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US 2004/0209601 (Obradovich et al.) teaches a technique for 
effective communication with, and provision of GPS based advertising information to, 
automobiles.
